sion men who buy from the growers ■ 
are up in arms against the deep cut 
which has been Instituted by the W al­ 
nut Growers Association, 
after 
the 
members of that organization 
have 
marketed the larger part 
of 
their 
crop. 
The growers are hurting them­ 
selves considerably, say the dealers, 
by what one of the largest commission 
brokers yesterday termed schoolboy 
business tactics. 
The supply of wal­ 
nuts this year was greater than for 
five years past. 
The season opened 
at 14 cents on the best walnuts. 
In­ 
dependent dealers sold their crop at 
a cent less in many instances. 
The 
commission houses and jobbers con­ 
tracted for their year’s supply at the 
high price. 
The growers sold their 
stock as rapidly as possible until at 
present there is less than 35 per cent 
remaining in original 
hands. 
Now 
comes a cut of 2 cents, which brings 
the nuts to a level lower 
than 
the 
actual cost to the brokers in the early 
part of the season. 
One dealer alone 
will lose $1500 on the walnuts he is 
still holding, while there are a con­ 
siderable number who w ill also suffer 
by the decline. 
The dealers all as­ 
sert that the nuts should have been 
started at a cent less, and the mar­ 
ket would have been cleaned up at the 
present time. 
The report that Cali­ 
fornia walnuts have not been moving 
in the east it not 
true. 
There 
has 
been less foreign competition 
this 
year than in years past and the nuts 
from this section were by far the best 
sellers. 
The total yield in Southern 
California this year was about 8500 


tons.
